the germs as the proprietor is to concern for their 
health. 

Health authorities in such cities imply by their 
lack of action against such practices, that they are 
unimportant in the face of other roblems. The fact 
is that since this practice is so widespread in the nz 
tion, it sums up as one of our most seri health 

roblems, and it should be stopped by federal action 
if necessary.
